I 
used them a few years ago (also 12 Mtrs) in the "Two-Fer" vxo 
configuration. My out put was about 600mW and first QSO was from my 
TI2QRP QTH to the Alert Station in Northern Canada (I think that the 
4 element quad made of bamboo up in a eucalyptus tree helped!!) 


Using the same two-fer diagram I also built a rig for 15 meters 
and spent many a happy hour from HR3-land in 1 watt qso's to the US. 
The main thing is to keep the leads short and make a pi-filter at the 
end to control the harmonics. 


Also, look at Lau's 3 band design because he uses fundamentals up 
in that range. Both of these designs are in "QRP Classics." Lau's

What a deal! (Display model with dust on it). I have installed it 

the normal way and it works ok. Not as good as the other DSP filters 
available for hams but it the damn thing just lights up, I got my money's 
worth. Actually, it works ok. Problem is, when a strong signal is within 
the receivers passband, the agc knocks down and the weak signal I am 
listening to goes into the noise. I understand the argo audio filter gets 
around this problem by being placed ahead of the agc. Therefore, when 

you filter out an unwanted signal, the agc isnt affected. (Putting the 
filter between pins 4 and 5). Can I do this with the dsp filter? The 

last time I experimented with another crummy mfj audio filter, I blew the 
audio chip on the rig. Any suggestions? 

Also having a rough time with the arci contest this year. the Penna. QSO 
party seems to be right on top of wherever I want to transmit on 40 or 80 
meters.

I've failed so far, but here is how to do it. 
1) get your time zone straight 


2) slowly move the dial up and down the given Freq. but really slowly 
plus or minus 3 KHz. 


3) If there is a carrier on the Freq. then do step #2 above and below 
the carrier. 

4) Keep in mind that on 40 meters propagation 

fluctuates and you could be on Freq yet not hear at that moment 

and at our power levels that means moving in an out of hearing 
frequently even when it is "opened." 

5) keep in mind the call sign of the fox (If you keep repeating it 
enough you will imagine that you hear it!!!) 

6) copy the QSOs to pick up an indication of who is in there. 

7) once you have zeroed in, then start adjusting everything you have 
in the way of filters, bandpass, notches, cup your earphones until 
you can be sure that you have it. 

8) cut back on the RF until you just cut into the noise. 


9) Finally, give a call. 


>From down here that is the way most QRP contacts are made. Of 
course, if nothing is heard lay down a barrage of CQs or what have 
you, but that is the last resort because some QRO guy might come back 
and blow your ears into oblivion! 


The main thing to keep in mind is that this is a hunt and not a 
fishing expedition. It is sort of like being in a tree stand during 
bow season with your eyes closed listening for the deer to rustle the 
leaves.

Hello all. Well, I hear PA and their QSO Party real well here, so well I 
have just about 

given up trying to find a place to find or be found re. the QRCI Fall QSO 
party. Hope others have better luck and patience. 


Anyhow, I took this weekend as a opportunity to finish off the Switched 
Capacitor Audio Filter (SCAF) as featured in an article in October 1992 QST. 
This filter is also available as a kit from OHR for those of you on the 

OHR QRP-L group buy. 


I had myself got the board from FAR Circuits and the chips locally 
(though I believe FAR sells the SC chip as well, which helps.) This 
filter really does appear to be what the author claims it to be; a 

really good filter in absence, or presence, of an IF filter. I've tried 
it a bit this morning on 40 m. with the PA party going on, with the IF 
passband wide and narrow, and the filter does a grand job. No attenuation 
from what I can discern, and it does not take much audio in to get a good 
level in the headphones (when fed by my Drake). 


A couple weeks back Paul F. Carreiro - N6HCS 

posted an item to qrp-l about his Super Scaf mods, and I think they are 
great. However, I have to procure that neat little Radio Shack audio amp 
via my wife during her business trips to the US, so that added amp, for 
qrp rigs providing small audio levels of their own, will have to wait. 
However I did accidentally hit upon something that 'fixed' a problem Paul 
wrote about. With the filter 'on' there is no bypass; everything is 
filtered, which means popping up to the 2400 hz bandwidth or thereabouts 
for ‘scanning wide'. With the multi-position switch I yanked out of my 
junkbox the 'first' position is actually a short, therefore the voltage 
goes to the switch and back to the filter, essentially a bypass of the 
switched diodes; so it is 'wide' in the first position; switching does 
not occur until position 'two', which I have set up as 115 hz. Therefore 
I can pop over to very wide from very narrow, helping out with a scan 
that is not filtered. Maybe this helps. Of course OHR Kits will come with 
whatever they come with, and so Paul's bypass switch solution would be 
very appropriate and recommended. 


This filter works very nice for me. I was able to spend some time 
yesterday putting a TimeWave DSP 9+ through some paces on cw. A nice 
filter, I liked the way the AGC seemed to 'pull' the signal to the 
foreground. The noise filter worked well too. And, the filtering? --- 
very steep and very there. Click on the signal, tune a bit more and its 
gone. Adjacent signals are just not heard. 


But, as an alternative, the SCAF, from OHR or via a Far Circuits board 
(you can off course do ugly, breadboard, perfboard, etc.) is a very good 


filter. Of course, now that I have it going, I am going to look into 
modifying it. The QST article version started at 108 hz, the FAR board is 
115 (not a big difference). But between there and 230 (244 on FAR) there 
are 3 positions open via diode switching, and it might be nice to use 
them, as the 2600 position is not useful to me (not a big SSB user, and I 
don't need to filter DX pileups). And the difference between 408 and 490 
is not great enough. I've got an 8 position switch installed so maybe a 
greater variety of 'narrow' positions is what I can do instead. In 
reality though the most narrow I have at 115 is very good and is tight 
and narrow, with no signal attenuation, so it might be I find it best and 
don't find out I want or need widths between 115 and 244. 


Anyone who had mucked about with the widths and found what they liked and 
worked best for them is welcome to share their findings to me, if not 
also the list as a whole (since I think there are some OHR group people 
buying the kits, and I think there is one person where who has talked to 
Dick at OHR about modifying for more or different widths than the ‘stock' 
ones) . 


And, excuse me for being so late to discover SCAF and DSP. Anyhow, now 
back to mucking about with the opamp filters and L-C 88 uH toroid 
filters. More with less, or maybe at least a good amount.

live in an apartment and so I use an indoor dipole, which is easy, fast 
and inexpensive to build. Cut 22 gauge insulated wire to length of band 
using formula of 234 divided by freq(mhz) for each side of the antenna. 
String this up about a foot from the ceiling. It is ok if these wires go 
around the room and down the hall (that is the way it is in my place) the 
feed point is the important part for the radiation pattern. As on any 
dipole, attach the center conductor side of the coax (mini-8) to one radial 
wire and the ground braid to the other wire. At the feed point coil up 6 
feet of the coax in a tight, 4 inch coil. This will act as a balun to match 
the dipole to the output of the transmitter. Then run the rest of the coax 
to the transmitter. 


In my setup, I used a wire for 40 meters and then cut those wires at the 
length for 20 meters and attached an alligator clip for easy clipping and 
unclipping to use the antenna on either band. This setup works good for me. 
If you use it I hope it will work ok for you. This setup can be used 
equally well for any hf band you want just keep cutting the wires for each 
band desired and attaching alligator clips at the length for each band.
